From Apprentice to Superin- 
tendent.

The judicious purchase and manage- 
ent of supplies are of great importance. 
is to be regretted that in a matter in 
vhich so much, financially and otherwise, is 
nvolved better methods do not prevail. 
Buying supplies is an art by itself. Manu- 
facturers and superintendents will order 
supplies for the bleach house or other de- 
partment without consultation with the men 
in charge of these departments. It is 
pleaded in extenuation of this policy that 
the morals of the men are sometimes per- 
verted by bribes from drummers. It may 
be true that there are men who are too sus- 
ceptible toa present of a box of cigars, &c. ; 
but it is also true that men who have spent 
half of their lives in a department, and who 
have handled materials for much of that 
time, are in touch with what is best suited 
for the conditions, and can usually make a 
more profitable and satisfactory deal than 
the ‘‘super’’ or manager. If the men are 
not to be trusted, they have certainly no 
business in the mill. Of course there are 
exceptions. 

Some men cannot be trusted. There is 
the careless man who cannot do anything 
correctly unless he is watched; who gets 
the stock worked unevenly right along, 
unless you are able constantly to keep an 
eye upon him; who has alwaysa dirty scale 
set on a dirty table covered with a hetero- 
geneous collection of cans in the chemical 
department ; who allows stock to accumulate 
in every corner and crevice. Such a man 
is not a bad fellow; yet he is careless, and 
not to be depended upon. Then there is the 
man who never makes his calculations 
right, and cannot be trusted to read the 
plainest of English by himself. Such men 
are getting scarcer in recent years. The 
training of apprentices is better, especially 
in the technical schools. 

Knowledge of the business is obtained in 
three ways. The first consists in entering 
a mill as a workman, at any point and at 
any kind of occupation, the main thing 
being to secure work and get enough to 
earn a living. Sometimes men who follow 
this plan devote half their lives to working 
at ordinary labor, tending machines, before 
they get to be overseers. The second way 
includes the apprentices, who throw off 
their coats and go to work in a systematic 
manner to learn the business. Sometimes 
these young men have good backing and 
need not wofry themselves very much about 
earning a living during the five or seven 
years’ apprenticeship, while others start in 
on their own hook and pay their way 
through it all. In either case a system is 
followed. The third method of learning 
the business is the adoption of the one in- 
troduced by the schools. To give an idea 
of how necessary it is to be well equipped 
to pass muster in these days, I refer to the 
paper mill students who submitted them- 
selves for examination in connection with 
the City and Guilds of London Institute 
some weeks ago. Twelve students—repre- 
senting forty paper making machines—pre- 
sented themselves for examination. Only 
two passed. These schools are good things. 
[he various rooms are admirably heated 
ind lighted. In the matter of machinery 
ind other essentials the have, 
hrough the generosity of the manufac- 
urers, managed to keep pace with the 
zrowth of the industry, and competent and 
ractical instructors, who know just what to 
each and how to teach it, impart all of the 
rinciples of the trade to the student in the 
nost advantageous manner. 

There yet exists in all manufacturing 
entres, to some extent, the man who gets 
‘on a tear,’’ and is missing when you most

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need him, and who when he comes in again 
is not fit for service. Such a man may be a 
good workman when sober, but he makes 
things go hard for the help in general and 
for the mill proprietor. Then there is the 
lazy hand, who encourages others to stand 
around or to dawdle over their work and 
neglect it, while they gossip together; who 
requires to be spoken to about everything 
that has to be done, however trifling. An- 
other type is the conceited individual who 
has been either an unsuccessful manufac- 
This man delights to 
criticise work in the presence of others, to 
point out incessantly wherein it might have 
been done better, and to belittle everything 
before his fellow workmen. From 
men the mill owner may well pray to 
be delivered. They fix their own 
standing and that is of the poorest 
kind. 

To offset these types of men there 
are many good, reliable and com- 
petent hands in the mills that can be 
trusted to purchase anything and do 
any sort of work relating to the busi- 
It may not be amiss to say a

Paper Box Machine. 


This is. an improvement upon 
a machine patented May 8, 1894, the 
object being to render the machine 
more durable, efficient and certain in its 
operation. 

The improvement consists in the peculiar 
blank conveyor in its combination with a 
part in connection with which it has a slid- 
ing support, and to devices which, in com- 
bination with the conveyor, serve to cause 
the blanks to be squared and guided strictly 
to their required positions over the throat 
of the folding devices. 

Figure 1 is a perspective view of the upper 
part of the machine. Fig. 2 is a plan view 
showing the conveyor, the support, and buf- 
fer devices therefor. In this view a box 
blank is shown as conveyed to its position 
over the folding throat. Fig. 3 is an invert- 
ed plan view of one of the members, which 
is adjustably affixed to each of the con- 
veyor bars and with which a transversely 
applied rod has a free sliding engagement. 

The throat + under the folding plunger F, 
at which the folding is to be performed, 1s 
constituted by the vertical plates D D, 
mounted on slides to approach and recede 
from each other, and the reciprocatory fol- 
lowers B B, which are operated by toggles, 
28. 

The conveyor comprises the horizontal 
bars 4 A. These longitudinally 
through slideways in the tops of the end 
followers, B B, and in addition to their lon- 
gitudinal movements the conveyor bars 4 4 
have, necessarily, movements transversely 
of their lengths by reason of the reciproca- 
tory movements of the followers B B, and 
to permit this action the driving connection 
for the conveyor bars is had by affixing at 
or near the rear end of each bar 4 the collar 
75 75 with the right angularly perforated 
member 76, through which the cross rod 78 
has the sliding connection. The cross rod 
receives its movement bodily and trans- 
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versely of its length by the driving connec- 
tions, such as have been employed in convey- 
ors for envelope and analogous machines, 
although in this machine the driving con- 
nections are duplicated, so that both ends 
of the rod will be compelled to move in uni- 
son and always in a line at right angles to 
its length. 

Upon the rearcentral portion of the table 
of the machine is mounted an L shaped 
bracket, M, its horizontal member, mz, rear- 
wardly extending and serving as a support 
for the cross bar 78, on which the same may 
rest and slide. The horizontal member m 
has at its rear extremity the buffer, prefer- 
ably consisting of a block of rubber, 7°, 
against which the bar in reaching the limit

for various sizes of boxes the bars 4 4 are 
adjusted with relation to the rod 78 to accord 
with such different sizes. Thus for a wide 
box the conveyors 4 project farther forward 
than for a narrower box. This adjustment 
when made is maintained by the set screws 
50. 

There are ranging longitudinally above 
and parallel with the followers B B two 
guide plates (seen at # 7), the forward ex- 
tremities of which are deflected outwardly 
from the path of the blank in moving from 
the pile at ¢ to its position to be upbent un- 
der the plunger. Each of these guide plates, 
n, is carried at the inner end of a rod, 7’, 
which is arranged at right angles thereto, 
and each rod is adjustably supported in a 
socket hole, #*, therefor in the uprights of 
the reararch Q, orin other appropriate sup- 
port therefor. 

A set screw, #*, confines the rod, which 
carries the guide plates # # in any suitably 
adjusted position. These plates 7 # serve 
to bring the blanks truly to their positions 
over the folding throat and to obviate any 
lateral displacement which the blank may 
acquire as it is moved toits place under the 
plunger. They also serve to prevent any 
shifting of the blank when the same rests 
on the top of the movable throat members 
and when such members have their move- 
ments of separation or approach. 


The blanks, which are shown in the pile 
at g, have their corner portions cut out, as 
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seen at g*% ‘The position of the gum box 
(not shown) is over the front of the pile in 
this machine, as customary for locating 
such gum box in envelope machines, and 
the bottom of this gum box forms the sup- 
port for the bars # uw, which are secured by 
the screws “* w*. These are longitudinally 
slotted, as seen at #*, and serve as the sup- 
ports on which are the transverse strips v 
v, which have the depending extremities v* 
v*. These strips v v are, longitudinally of 
their length, slotted, and by the screws or 
clamps at v* they are suitably adjustably 
confined on the slotted support bars w# wu, 
while their overlapping terminal portions 
are confined by the clamp screw v7. 

The depending members v* v* have their 
positions inline with the cut-outs or 
recesses g? at the corners of the blanks, 
so that as the blanks are raised by 
the fall 
upon the conveyor, then thereunder, 
the so detached blank will be re- 
strained from any shifting either lat- 
erally or toward the front of the ma- 
chine by the parts 7 7.

It is, how- 
ever, little expansion of the term to say 
that the desire for money, to make the most 
out of a possibly short duration of power, 
develops a system which is little else than

The ancient offices of justice of the peace 
and constable arose out of the necessity for 
the local administration of law, or rather 
for the settlement of disputes among neigh- 
bors before regular statute law had arisen, 
and when courts traveled circuits and held 
sessions in various localities only once or 
twice a year. Under the old régime in 
England, whence the office came, that of 
the constable as well as the justice was

munity; and while in Shakespeare and some 
of the older dramatists the part is some- 
times satirized, yet the reality was in most 
instances an ideal country gentleman, and 
his officers were too proud of their position 
to infringe the laws or customs and usages 
of those days. 


To-day the place of holding court in our 
cities is a stench to the nostrils of mankind, 
and morally they are even worse. The jus- 
tice is appointed, or elected, for political 
reasons—the ability to control ward prima- 


ries, which he does by letting out criminals 
and incarcerating those who are not, and 
holding the latter in durance vile until after 
the polls are closed. The constables, exer- | 
cising these or similar powers, whether con- 
ferred by statute or not, being either crim- 





inals themselves, or born and bred on the 
border lands of decency, have become so 
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saturated with the miasma of corruption 
that if they do no worse than take advan- 
tage of their position to assault the weak 
and rob the poor the other members of the 
community deem themselves fortunate. 

Why is this, or rather why is it. permit- 
ted? It will be asserted that these condi- 
tions exist only in patches in our larger 
cities; but while it is there seen in its worst 
features, it is only a matter of degree. Few 
are given the powers of justice of the peace 
or constable who are not guilty of violations 
of the law. The plaintiff, in ninety-nine 
cases out of a hundred, is favored as against 
the defendant, both in considering the facts 
and applying the law. ‘* Who brings busi- 
ness brings money,’’ and he who thus helps 
the justice is a friend; and why should the 
latter not favor his friends? It is a little 
matter; if the wrong is vital, let the party 
appeal. From this, according to the nature 
of the man, the path is a continuous decline. 

Our merchants, those who sue others, are 
much to blame. This will be denied by 
many of our friends in the commercial 
world; but the experience of twenty-five 
years leads the writer to the conclusion that 
the merchant is responsible—is the first 
cause—for the condition we have set out. 
His claim is honest, he thinks that he is 
being cheated by the debtor, and being tired 
with waiting for many years, and incensed 
at the delay, he cares not what is done by 
either the court or the constable. The claim 
having been presented, the officer becomes 
the chief witness, for although it may have 
been outlawed for a decade the latter sel- 
dom fails to prove such admission as will 
be construed by the court as a reviver under 
the Statute of Limitations. When judg- 
ment shall have been obtained, which is in 
many cases merely a matter of form, as the 
defendant knows that he has nothing sub- 
ject to execution levy, the writ is issued to 
the officer, who proceeds by threats of force, 
&c., to make the party pay him, sometimes 
even taking the little property of the widow 
and orphan to satisfy the claim; levying on 
what is really exempt in the hope, expecta- 
tion or knowledge that the party is too poor 
to make defense against such injustice. 

Again, attachments are sworn out against 
a debtor, who, failing to obtain employment 
where he lives, is about to remove his house- 
hold possessions to some other State where 
he may be able to do better. His property 
being exempt under the laws of the State 
where he resides, he has the right to re- 
move itelsewhere; but the creditor and the 
constable pounce upon it at the last mo- 
ment, when ready for shipment, in the hope 
that at least his friends will come to his res- 
cue and pay the money. 

These are a few of the petty annoyances 
which the poor in purse and weak in spirit 
are compelled to suffer at the hands of the 
so-called ministers of the law. They may 
not be a technical violation of the law, but 
they are of the spirit, and in the end lead

It is a ride of 48 miles from Carthage to 


Newton Falls, the terminal 3% miles of 
which is over a tiew section of belt railway of 
the Rome, Watertown and Ogdensburg Rail- 
road, which by mutual co-operation has 
been extended by the railroad and paper 
company to tap the latter's plant. From 
the open country about Carthage to Newton 
Falls is like going from the town into the 
wilderness. For miles before reaching the 
paper mill the journey is through a rather 
hilly country heavily timbered with hard 
and soft woods. The iron deposits there are 
quite extensive and are successfully and 
profitably mined, while the country is well 
watered by the Oswegatchie River and its 
tributaries. It isa sweeping bend on the 
south bank of this river which the Newton 
Falls Paper Company chose as the site of 
its plant. 

Into this section James L. Newton went 
in December, 1894, and with a gang of men 
felled the trees and built a log hut. It had 
probably never resounded to the white 
man's axe before, but in the short time 
which has elapsed since then there have 
been wrought changes which now show as 
the fruit of courage, perseverance, energy 
and labor. An extensive clearing has been 
made. The beginning of not only a great 
industry but the foundations also of a town 
have been laid. Near the stream the land 
was boggy, but this has been remedied by 
filling in from the hills. Back of the plant 
upon the hill the company has laid out 
numerous plats, divided into lots, upon 
which eighteen houses for the accommoda- 
tion of its workmen and their families are 
under construction. These dwellings are 
not large, but are comfortable inside, attrac- 
tive externally and are well adapted for the 
intended uses. A wide avenue (Main 
street) has been cut through the property 
and extends from the railroad to Cranberry 
Lake. The most of it is on the com- 
pany’s. land. Provision has been 
made fora park. There are also two capa- 
cious boarding houses or camps, in which 
the men now find quarters. The company 
contemplates building a schoolhouse, a 
church and a railway station house, and 
will also endeavor to have a post office lo- 
cated there. A freight house has already 
been erected. One of the first buildings 
constructed after the seriously

point allowed by the Government. Your cor- 
respondent is informed that these reports 
are wholly unreliable, and that only about 
half of the specified amount of water al- 
lowed to the mills has been exhausted. The 
reports are evidently circulated for a pur- 
pose. The mill men say emphatically that 
they will in every way support and obey 
the Government orders, and no complaints 
have yet been made to them. 

There is a little trouble just at present 
over on the Wisconsin River too. The 
Consolidated Water Power Company has 
begun an action against Thomas E. and 
John L. Nash to compel them to abide by 
the terms of the appraisers who assessed 
the value of the property purchased by the 
Water Power Company at the time of its 
organization. Everyone except the Nash 
brothers sold to the company at the ap- 
praisers’ valuations. The appraisers, it will 
be remembered, were Peter Thom and T.

Imports of paper stock at this port for 
the month now closed show receipts of 7,399 
bales of rags, 2,248 bales of waste papers, 
1,153 bales, 1,146 coils of manillas, 2,550 
bales of flax waste, 3,185 bales of wood fibre 
and 2,518 bags of sizing—a total of 20,199 
During September, the previ- 
ous month, 33,813 packages of the various 
grades were imported here. 

Charles D. Brown & Co., selling agents 
for the Rumford Falls Sulphite Company, 
are showing samples of that company's 
product, the mill having started up the past 
week. The fibre produced is graded A No. 
1, it being free from acid, of good color and 
very strong. Several carloads were sold 
just as soon as the samples were shown. 

C. A. Brown found it necessary to go to 
Nova Scotia last week to hurry up pulp 
shipments; the supply is getting so scarce 
that dealers find it quite a difficult matter 
to fill orders even at a cent a pound at the 
pulp mills. Some manufacturers’ of ma- 
nilla papers are using sulphite entirely, 
ground wood pulp being in such limited sup- 
ply and bringing such high prices.

The granting of patents in England, 
France and Belgium for a process of making 
carriage shafts from wood pulp has attracted 
the attention of American inventors and 
pulp mill proprietors, with the result that a 
number of experiments have been conducted 
in this country with a view of obtaining a 
carriage shaft which shall excel in strength, 
elasticity, lightness and general efficiency. 
The foreign invention consists of a shaft 
of wood pulp, stiffened by the use of a steel 
strip running parallel with the shaft and se- 
cured to it, the whole being covered with 
leather. The shaft possesses several nota- 
ble features. It is very strong, and many 
accidents are averted which usually result 
from broken shafts when going down grade; 
it is so flexible that it will not break if the 
horse falls upon it ; it is light in weight and 
cheap in price. 

The American process of making wood 
pulp shafts consists in using the wood of 
the poplar, white pine, &c. Bast fibre stock 
is also employed advantageously in con- 
junction with the wood material; and 
manilla rope, straw, jute and like substances 
are reduced to a pulp inthe regular way and

durability of the shafts arises principally 
from the extraordinary solidification of the 
fibre by compression, it is not essential that 
long fibred stock shall be used. Stock in 
which the fibre is of medium length is the 
best to select. 

It is important that the preparatory oper- 
ations shall be carried on in such a way 
that the stock will come out quite uniform. 
It will not do to have any flaws in the shaft, 
for a carriage shaft, like a chain, is only as 
strong as its weakest part. The ingredi- 
ents used for the purpose of imparting the 
several necessary factors to the pulp which 
shall make it available for shaft making 1n- 
clude a superior grade of fish glue, confec- 
tioner’s starch, degras, linseed oil, alcohol, 
rosin (pale grade) and carnauba or Brazilian 
wax. These compounds are intermingled 
with the pulp when the latter is about to be 
run from the digesters. A sufficient quan- 
tity of each is applied to make the pulp of 
proper consistency and to give the shafts the 
needed qualities, all of which are ascer- 
tained by tests and the proportions gov- 
erned thereby. After the pulp has received 
the applications of the materials mentioned 
it is permitted to rest for several days, after 
which it is ‘‘ poled,” for the purpose of as 
sisting in effecting a thorough mixing. 

A pail or two of printer's roller composi- 
tion (dissolved) is then entered and another 
stirring follows. The mixture is now ready 


for running off into long bars, each about

pressure. The machine built for this work 
is illustrated in the diagram, in which the 
heavy steel, corrugated rolls are designated 
A and B respectively.

When the bar of pulp leaves the coating 
machine the men guide it into the first 
groove of the rolling machine and allow it

smoothed and the fibre is compressed. 
Then the men pass it to groove No. 2, 
which is slightly smaller in diameter, and 
therefore carries out the elongating, press- 
ing and reducing operation yet further. 
Next the bar goes to groove No. 3, and 
receives further reduction, &c., and as each 
succeeding groove is smaller in diameter, it 
follows that when the bar leaves the last 
groove it is reduced to the regulation size, 
is well compressed, and quite long. Then 
the bar is cut into proper lengths for car-

3 inches in diameter. This end is accom- 
plished by permitting the “pulp to enter 
molds of the correct shapes. 

After standing in the molds a while the 
dulp dries and hardens, so that the bars can 
be handled. Several men are required to 
do this, as the bars are lengthy and rather 
awkwardto manage, The bars are passed 
through a coating machine which applies a 
surfacing of oily matter to the bars, to aid 
in the rolling process which follows. The 
operation involves not only elongating the 


riage shafts and a groove is automatically 
cut on the under part,in which a strip of 
steel is placed and riveted. This steel re- 
tains the shaft in right shape, preserving 
the curve at the ends, &c. There are two 
ways of finishing the shafts. They are 
either covered with leather, painted, stained 
or polished. If covered with leather the 
process is simple, consisting in stitching 
leather around the shaft and applying a 
brass thimble on the end. Polishing is ef- 
fected with emery wheels, felt rolls and

INDICATIONS are not wanting that in 
some quarters at least there is a dis- 
position to resurrect the old Bank of 


the United States snuffed out so effec- | 


tually by Andrew Jackson, This is per- 
haps only a natural outcome of the part 
played by the Government in the 
finances of the country for the last 
thirty odd years. It does not, however, 
seein possible that any wise statesman- 
ship would advocate a revival of a 
Government banking system. In no 
country in the world does a Govern- 
ment take upon itself such responsibili- 
ties. It would seem that the events of 
the last three or four years have not 
been impressive enough to teach some 
people the lesson that a Government 
cannot consistently lend itself to finan- 
cial schemes and at the same time hold 
atrue balance of justice to all of the 
people from whom it derives power. 
At any rate it appears to us that it 
would be impossible under our politi- 
cal system to keep a financial scheme 
like a Government bank free from par- 
tisan influence and machinations. That 


the Government might and undoubted- 
ly should have a fiscal agent, such as 


THE 


the English Government has, is entirely 
reasonable, but that it should itself en- 
ter the banking business is folly. 





THE political conflict and the ‘‘be- 
tween season” lull have had their in- 
fluence on the retail and jobbing trades, 
but have, apparently, made no impres- 
sion on the manufacturing industries, 
which are everywhere showing con- 
tinued evidence of good feeling and con- 
fidence. Yetin the departments of trade 
noted above things are far from being at 
a standstill. Mailorders to jobbers, al- 
though generally small individually, 
have been plentiful enough to foot up 
an encouraging aggregate, and it is 
gratifying to note that many de- 
partment managers claim to have 
done the best business ever expe- 
rienced by them for the month 
of October, while all departments 
report increases over last year. The 
continued growth in bank note circu- 
lation shows that the needs of trade 
are being met by the banks, while a 
falling off of deposits would appear to 
indicate a larger use of money in in- 
dustrial pursuits. The ordering of 
6,000 new freight cars by one trunk 
line points to the conclusion that rail- 
way magnates have confidence in the 
permanence of business improvement, 
|a large share of the fruits of which 
|they are the first to receive. Bank 
clearings for the week ended October 
24 fell off somewhat, but the totals are 
' yet of large proportions, being $1,151,- 
000,000, which is 1 per cent. smaller 
than for the previous week, but 26 
| per cent. larger than for the like week 
|last year, and 23 per cent. more than 
for the same week in 1893. 








| THE importance of the canal improve- 
ment question, which is to be decided 
by the electors of the State of New 
York next Tuesday, can hardly be 
overestimated. 

or of the State, from Clinton down 
to the present day, has placed upon 
record his opinion of the importance of 
the canals to the maintenance of the 
commercial position of the common- 
wealth. This can be somewhat realized 
when it is considered that up to 1882, in 
which year these waterways were, bya 
vote of the people, made forever free of 
tolls, they had paid to the State, in tolls 
and other earnings, $131,801,797.91, or, in 
other words, $34,172,930.46 in excess of 
the cost of construction and mainte- 
nance up to that time. This, however, 
represented only a single benefit to the 
State, and that not the greatest, for we 
have to take into consideration the 
money invested in business done on 
and in connection with the canals, their 
importance to the lake trade and in 
developing the grain trade in the North- 
west, to thes interior counties of the 
State, to international trade and many 
other things not so important in them- 
selves, but aggregating enormous in- 
terests. When railroading came into 
play as a transportation factor the 
competitive importance of the’ canals 
became apparent at once, 





RAILWAY managers acknowledge 
that the only competition which is 
|uniform and effective in fixing rates 
of transportation is that afforded by 
water communication. It compels low 
rates, and there can be no question 
that for this reason alone it is well to 
maintain and guard the canals in the 
interest of the people in general, It is 
‘true, however, that since the canals 
were made free the people who made 
them so have been somewhat dere- 
lict in maintaining them in a man- 
|ner which would secure their utmost 


|usefulness. While the railways have 
pressed into service every device 
which can increase efficiency and 


speed and lessen the cost of mainte- 
nance, neglect has made the canals 
less efficient than they were a decade 
ago, and the tonnage passing through 
them has steadily declined as a conse- 
quence. In some quarters this condi- 
tion of affairs has given rise to the 
belief that the days of usefulness of 
the canals were numbered, the transit 
being too slow to suit the requirements 
of the age. This is far from true, no 
other mode of transit being so well 
adapted to the movement of important 
classes of coarse freights. such as grain, 
coal, ores, vegetables and the like, which 
do not need rapidtransit. Itis this kind 
of freight, however, for which the rail- 
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ways are sharply competing, in order to 
emphasize the decadence of the canals 
and press upon public notice their own 
claims. These competitors comprise 
five of the most perfect trunk railways 
in the world, whose interests are very 
largely concerned in crushing out canal 
competition ; with this accomplished, 
their domination over the trade of the 
country would be without check. Fi- 
nally, the voting on the appropriation 
of $9,000,000 for improving and bring- 
ing the canals up to date in capacity is 
not a party matter, but one of business, 
in which partisanship has no place and 
which should be decided without refer- 
ence to party politics. We hope that 
the decision will be heartily affirma- 
tive. 





PAPER STOCK IMPORTS. 

The imports of rags and other paper 
making fibres—jute butts excepted—at 
the port of New York during the 
month ended October 31, as reported, 
amounted to 17,567 bales and 400 tons, 
the difference in quantities compared 
with the corresponding month of 1894 
being an increase in rags of 5,540 bales, 
in old papers an increase of 222 bales, 
and in manilla stocks a decrease of 
4,839 bales. There was no wood pulp 
imported during October, and of chem- 
ical fibre 5 tons more than the Septem- 
ber imports were brought in. The ap- 
pended tabulation shows the quanti- 
ties of paper making materials of the 
kinds mentioned which were reported 
as having been imported during the 
month of October for the last five

Trade Talks. 


G. H. P. Gould, Secretary and Treas- 
urer of the Gould Paper Company, Lyons 
Falls, N. Y.—My idea of business condi- 
tions at the present time is that papers have 
quite a little demand, and I don’t think that 
prices are going back to as low a figure as 
they were during the summer. On the 
other hand, we are going to do a nice busi- 
ness in 1896, I believe. Papers have been 
too low for the past two or three years. 
Thet goes without saying, but for the last 
two or three months prices have been all 
right and I don’t think there has been much 
chance for complaint. Manufacturers 
ought to be satisfied with present prices. 
Iam, of course, referring now to papers 
in our particular line, that is, manilla and 
news. Ido not pretend to know anything 
about paper outside of them. If a man un- 
derstands one line, and understands it thor- 
oughly, he will have all that he wants to 
attend to. I am inclined to believe that the

Coming in 
contact with paper men in New York, Penn- 
sylvania, Ohio and Indiana, we see that 
there is a change by the improvements 
which they are making in their plants, &c., 
which would seem to indicate that business 
is better. So far as our lines are concerned 
we can say that in both of them there is 
a great improvement to-day as compared 
with two years ago.

Twigging for Water. 


‘‘T am almost ashamed to tell it, and | 
people would laugh at me if my name were 
given,’’ remarked one of the best known 
architects in the city of Louisville, and one 
who has figured prominently in the most 
important of recent big improvements. 

“It is a fact, though,’’ he continued, 
‘‘and is something I will not undertake to 
explain. At one time I was engaged to make 
out the plans for a large brickyard. All 
went well until I reached the subject of 
water supply. It was supposed that water 
could be found in abundance, as it had to 
be for brickyard purposes. Every scientific 
method known was exhausted in locating a 
water vein. Too much money had been 
expended on the enterprise to change the 
site of the plant. 

‘*In absolute despair I was walking over 
the grounds one day when the old story of 
the water witch twig occurred tome. At 
first I laughed at the idea, but it took hold 
of me, and I could not get rid of it. Ilooked 
all around to be sure that no one was watch- 
ing, and then hunted fora twig. A peach 
tree fork is the kind mentioned, but an elm 
tree fork was all that I could find. I cut it 
so that each fork was about 1o inches long. 
I caught hold of the ends of the forked stick, 
one fork in either hand, as one would do in 
picking up a hay fork by the tines, and 
held them so that the butt end assumed 
nearly but not quite a vertical position. 
After looking once more to be certain that 
no one could see me and tell what might 
have affected my reputation as an archi- 
tect, besides being a good joke, I began to 
walk about where the water was supposed 
to be. 

‘* The twig did not vibrate any more than 
would naturally follow the jarring motion 
from walking, and I began to walk about 
aimlessly, not watching the twig, for I was 
thinking deeply and seriously of some 
reasonable plan, when suddenly my hands 
jerked as if they had come in contact with 
an electric battery, and the butt of the elm 
fork had curved over and downward about 
as far as it could without breaking the 
prongs. I never was so surprised in my life. 
I would not believe it at first. As long as 
I remained at that spot the twig bent and 








could not be made to stand erect, but when 
I moved away a short distance it would 
straighten up as before. Time and again 
I walked away and back again before put- 
ting faith in the experiment. It convinced 
me, however, and I marked the place. Sure 
enough, we found a fine supply of water, 
but I never told how the water vein was 
discovered. 

‘‘It developed that this water vein fol- 
lowed a ledge of rock, and afterward I fol- 
lowed up the vein with a forked stick, and 
I now firmly believe that I can follow up 
that ledge of rock and water vein from 
Louisville to West Point.’’—ZLou/zsville

Belts and Belt Lacing. 


Testing a belt by a steady pull is not 
a fair reproduction of the conditions to 
which a belt is subject in practice, and the 
indications of such a test may not be ac- 
cepted as conclusive; still, I think that toa 
certain extent and on some points the evi- 
dence offered by these tests is of consider- 
able value, and that we may put consider- 
There 
strong evidence offered about the 


able confidence in what they tell us. 
is very 
character of the holes for the lacings, show- 
ing that the hole that is made with an awl, 
although theoretically and actually remov- 
ing no material from the belt, still is, in 
fact, the beginning of a tear which the lace 
is very apt to take advantage of and ex- 
tend, while the round hole cut with a punch 
would give a good bearing for the lace and 
leave the strength of the remainder of the 
belt unimpaired. It is a good thing to have 
this testimony against the belt awl. Al- 
though I do not remember to have ever 
known the belt awl used for all the lace 
holes of a belt joint, except in rare emer- 
gencies, I have certainly known the ends of 
belts very seriously damaged by awl holes. 
A small awl hole seems to be the best known 
means of securing the end of a belt lace, 
but such holes are almost invariably put in 
haphazard and without any consideration 
of the future of a belt. Nearly every new 
belt has to be taken up after running a 
while, and then the trouble begins about 
the awl holes. No matter how the end of 
the belt may be cut off, it will generally 
happen that the awl holes remaining will be 
so located as to interfere with the punching 
of the new lace holes, and those holes will 
have to be punched in a more or less irregu- 
lafway, arid tere will mys be more or 
less trouble afterward about the location of 
the holes and the unnecessary weakening 
of the belt. There are writers who have 
undertaken to tell how long a belt should 
last before it is worn out, but as a matter 
of fact a belt rarely wears out or gets a 
chance to wear out. It gets used up at the 
ends by continual mutilation with the belt 
awl, or else it begins to weaken and tear 
from a species of dry rot. I have known, 
in my lifetime, few belts worn out, while I 
have known hundreds of belts get rotten 
and brittle and lose all their strength and 
and 
attributed 


become generally weak worthless. 
This has sometimes to 


smoke and sometimes to injurious belt dress- 


been 


ings, but neither explanation would save a 
belt. 

After the evidence about the awl holes, 
we should not be in the least surprised at 
the bad showing made by the metallic belt 
fastenings. The great argument for them 
is that they do not remove any of the ma- 
terial from the belt, and that therefore they 
do not weaken it, while the fact is that they 
have all the vicious effect of the belt awl 
upon the belt with the awl left in. The 
prongs of the metallic fastening are better 
qualified for and more effective in slitting 
their way through the ends of a belt than a 
belt lace could possibly be. Those who 
have had the most experience with belts are 
most pronounced in their condemnation of 
all metallic fastenings. 

The hinge joint styles of belt lacings are 
beautiful examples of wasted ingenuity. 
It is not claimed by anyone that the hinge 
joint mode of belt lacing is any stronger or 
more lasting, or in any way better than 
other lacings, except for the hinge, and any 
one must know both from reason and ob- 
servation that there is no possible use for 
the hinge when the belt is in use. Any 
laced belt, with no matter what style of 
lacing, is much more flexible at the joint 
than anywhere else, so what could be the 
use of the hinge? And the belt in going 
around even a small pulley, if it needsa 
hinge anywhere, needs to be all hinges, and 
The 
strain of the lace over the sharp corner of 
the belt must cut or weaken it, and cause it 
to wear sooner than a lace which lay flat 
This cutting or

running would not, of course, appear in a 
simple tensile test of the joint. 

I need not say a word about the impor- 
tant service performed by belting in con- 
nection with the operating of most lines of 
machinery. Machine shops have their full 
share of belting, and every machinist has 
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his belting experience, and he should not 
be easily fooled upon the subject. Consid- 
ering the great and responsible duties of 
belts, the trouble and expense of maintain- 
ing them in good order I consider remark- 
ably small; and where belts are properly 
adapted to their work, properly laced and 
properly maintained in every respect, the 
further trouble often experienced in connec- 
tion with them is very apt to really belong 
somewhere else. They have a way often 
of telling of derangement in shafting or ma- 
chinery, and by their recalcitrant action in- 
sisting upon repairs and adjustments that 
would otherwise be long delayed. Squeak- 
ing journals and slipping belts are mechan- 
ical police, and their mandates can never 
be ignored for long. 

Horizontal belts with both pulley and 
belt surfaces in good condition, and with 
the slack side of the belt upon the top, often 
run with very little addition to the actual 
driving pull. Any tension in addition to 
the driving pull of the belt is, of course, so 
much strain the belt and 
causes so much more friction in the jour-

sible. Much more attention should be given 
to the condition of pulley surfaces and also 
the belt surface, and to the location of pul- 
leys with relation to each other.—/. B.

(Concluded.) 

We now come to the consideration of 
the cost of fuel for the production of the 
amount of power we are considering, that 
We will take 
two cases; one where the coal costs $2 per

long ton, and another where it costs $4 per 
long ton. With these two sets of figures 
the reader may interpolate values for the 
cost of fuel and power under the various 
conditions from the price of coal in the lo- 
cality where he resides. 

We have assumed an efficiency of the 
steam generating plant such that 8.5 pounds 
of water are converted into steam per pound 
of coal consumed. Taking now the steam 
consumption given in a previous article for 
each type of engine that we have discussed, 
we find the coal consumption per indicated 
horse power per hour to be as follows: For 
non-condensing engines: simple high speed, 
low speed, 3.412 
speed, 3.059 
sim- 


3.882 simple 
pounds; high 
pounds; and for condensing engines: 
ple high speed, 2.588 pounds; simple low 
speed, 2.353 pounds; compound high speed, 
2.353 pounds; compound low speed, 2.118 
pounds, and triple compound low speed, 
1.765 pounds. 

Fora ten hour run, and adding the amount 
burned in one hour for the starting and 
stopping of fires, Dr. Emery finds the 
amount of coal burned per day, expressed 
in tons of 2,240 pounds, to be as follows: 
For non-condensing engines: simple high 
speed, 10.332; simple low speed, 9.316; 
compound high speed, 8.142; and for con- 
densing engines: simple high speed, 6.888; 
simple low speed, 6.425; compound high 
speed, 6.263; compound low speed, 5.783, 
and triple compound low speed, 4.819. 

We now come to the cost of coal per net 


pounds;

horse power per year ona basis of 308 
days of ten working hourseach. Taking 
the cost of coal per long ton delivered at 
$2, the cost of coal per horse power per 
year would be as follows: For non-con- 
densing engines: simple high speed, $12.73;

We have now considered all of the va- 
rious expenses that are usually met with 
in connection with the operation of a large 
steam plant, and are therefore now in po- 
sition to determine the whole cost of power 
under the conditions outlined above, by 


the summation of the costs of coal, at- 
tendance, repairs, insurance and taxes, 


together with interest on the first cost of 
the plant. With coal at $2 per long ton, 
this total cost per net horse power per year 
will be as follows: For non-condensing 
engines: simple high speed, $29.81; simple 
low speed, $28.46; compound high speed, 
$25.284; and for condensing engines: simple 
high speed, $23.25 ; simple low speed, $22.82; 
compound high speed, $22.81 ; compound low 


speed, $21.97, and triple compound low 





speed, $22.35. 

In order to bring out plainly the effect of 
an increase in the cost of fuel on the total 
power, we give here the cost of 
power where the coal is $4 per long ton.

In the case of a continuous operation of 
the plant the cost per horse power per year 
will be than double that 
given above for the usual working hours,

figures imply a nearly constant load, where- 
by we may secure the maximum economy 
of the entire plant. With variable 
the cost may amount to several times these

figures, depending upon the conditions un- 
der which the variations of load take place. 
For such cases there are generally very little 
data upon which to base a calculation.—

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Incrustation of Boilers. 





One of the greatest sources of loss to | 


the owner of a steam generating plant is 
from the formation of scale in the interior 
of the boiler. Such formation is the direct 
result of the impurities of the feed water. 
Nearly all water contains foreign substances 
in some degree, and although in a small 
volume of water the amount of foreign mat- 
ter is inappreciable, when very great quanti- 
ties are evaporated it becomes a serious 
matter. The weight of foreign matter held 
in apparently pure water may be as much 
as 5 pounds per ton. 

The most common impurities are the car- 
bonate and sulphate of lime. The scale 
formed by the carbonate is generally quite 
soft and easily removed, while that of the 
sulphate is very hard. When the carbonate 
scale is hard and tough it is generally be- 
cause of the organic matter with which it is 
associated. 

The loss resulting from the formation of 
scale is very great. It has been estimated 
that the presence of one-sixteenth of an 
inch of scale causes a loss of about 13 per 
cent. of fuel, a greater thickness of scale 
increasing this loss almost in proportion to 
the thickness. 

Many methods have been used to prevent 
the formation of scale, but they are only in 
a measure successful. It is essential to the 
economy of the boiler that it may be readily 
cleaned when the scaleis once formed, and 
at the same time it is well to use some 
chemical process either to remove the solid 
matter or to render it less harmful. 

We have known of instances in which 
much of the trouble has been overcome by 
the use of the bark of trees, such as oak or 
hemlock, but the tannic acid corrodes the 
iron and is therefore hurtful to the boiler. 
Molasses and vinegar are sometimes used, 
but the acetic acid they contain is more in- 
jurious to the boiler than tannic acid. 

When the water contains much sulphate 
of lime soda ash is useful in converting it 
into carbonate of lime, thus rendering the 
scale soft and easily removed. When there 
is oil inthe feed water, however, it will form 
a soap that will cause foaming. Barium 
chloride and milk of lime are said to give 
excellent results in such water. 

Kerosene oil is much used and gives good 
results in waters containing much sulphate 
of lime. Ifthe water contains bicarbonate 
of lime in solution, the addition of milk of 
lime and metallic zinc will reduce it to 
carbonate, which will be precipitated. 

When a boiler has become coated with 
a hard scale it may be softened and loosened 
by adding caustic soda to the water and 
steaming for several hours before cleaning. 
This should be done when the boilers are 
not in use for supplying steam to the engine. 
If the water is actually muddy, it should be 
filtered before going to the boiler. 

Some idea of the magnitude of the losses 
from boiler scale may be gained from the 
report of the Railway Master Mechanics’ 
Association, in which it is estimated that the 
average cost per year of the extra fuel, re- 
pairs, &c., due to boiler scale is $750 for

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estimate for stationary boilers, but it is 
undoubtedly about the same for the same 
boiler power.—/ndustrial Record. 
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Steam Jackets. 





To fully realize the advantages of 
steam jacketing in a compound engine the 
jacket should be applied to the high-pres- 
sure cylinder and receiver; in a triple ex- 
pansion to the high-pressure and interme- 
diate cylinders and two receivers. It is not 
advisable in either case, especially where a 
condenser is used, to apply the jacket to 
the low-pressure cylinder. The actual gain 
effected by the use of a steam jacket is 
‘* the difference between the saving by the 
prevention of condensation in the cylinder 
at the beginning of the stroke and the loss 


| by heating the exhaust steam during the 


” 


return stroke. 


It is necessary to thoroughly consider | 


the conditions that an efficient system 
of steam jacketing offers for that pur- 
pose, and if properly applied to engines 


working expansively a saving of from 5 to | 
7% per cent. of fuel may be effected. The | 


scarcity of practical reliable data is prob- 
ably the cause of a variety of opinions re- 
garding the advantages of the steam jacket. 
Without doubt it has been practically dem- 


onstrated that the steam jacket is a source | 


of economy, and, furthermore, without effi- 
cient steam jacketing the highest economy 
is not attainable. Many engineers who are 
antagonistic to the application of the steam 
jacket probably pursue that course from 
having been in contact with defectively 
constructed forms, and from which the re- 
sults obtained have been unsatisfactory.— 
Engineering Mechanics.

Large Engine Rooms. 








In looking over various manufac- 
turing establishments, we have noticetl a 
relation between the engine room and the 
other parts of the factory that we have 
never seen mentioned. The appearance of 
the engine room may generally be taken as 
an indication of the management and policy 
of the company. In every well ordered 
shop or mill the engine room is spacious 
and well arranged. In other shops we find 
the engine is placed in a dingy room in 
which there is a stifling atmosphere. 

Some of our readers might suggest that 
the more prosperous concerns can afford to 
have a commodious engine room, even if it 
is a waste of money. We do not think that 
this is the true state of the case. These 
prosperous manufacturers are not in the 
habit of wasting money on anything con- 
nected with their business. They know 
that the extra expense of their engine rooms 
is a most profitable investment. Now, how 
does the progressive manufacturer get his 
return for this investment ? 

To aid usin answering this question, let 
us turn from the engine and its inanimate 
surroundings, and look at the occupants of 
these rooms. In the dingy and dirty engine 
room we find a grimy engineer, who takes

no o pride in the engine he tends, and there- 
fore it is not strange that the engine is 
seldom cared for as it should be. He is 
’ for another 
job, and it is seldom that he remains long 
He is apt to neglect his work 
to such an extent that short stops of the 
engine are the rule rather than the excep- 
tion. The manager soon comes to look 
upon these stops as a necessary evil. The 
loss occasioned by one short stop each 
month would often more than pay the in- 
terest on the extra cost of a good engine 
room. 

In the better class of engine rooms we 
generally find a neatly dressed engineer, a 
cleanly wiped engine and numerous appli- 
ances to aid the engineer in his work. He 
generally has a small desk, in which he 
keeps whatever records he cares to make. 
He takes pride in this room and in his en- 
gine, and it is always in good running order. 
He generally studies into the theory of the 
engine, and if he is provided with an indica- 
tor he soon learns how to use it, and can gen- 
erally find ways of increasing the economy 
of the plant. 

We know of numerous shops that are 
good illustrations of the first class, and we 
know of several that are literally shining 
examples of the second. 

Let your engineer see that his efforts are 
appreciated and he will give you better ser- 
vice for it. Provide him with a good en- 
gineering paper and he will find ways of 
saving you many times its cost. Don’t ex- 
pect him to attend to the engine and the 
boiler, all the belting, pipes and machinery, 
and keep everything in first-class shape. 
Let him have entire charge of the engine, 
and let him feel that he alone is responsible 
for any stops that may result. Then give 
him plenty of room and you may rest as- 
sured that your engine will run, and run 


well, and such a thing as a stoppage of the 


power will be rare.—/ndustrial Record. 
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As showing the peculiar danger from 
water hammer in the case of high pressure 
steam pipes, a German engineer reports 
that he experimented with a view to de- 
termining the relation of thetwo. A pipe 
12 inches in diameter, one-quarter inch thick 
and 21 feet long, blank flanged at one end, 
was for this purpose partially filled with 
water, and at the other end steam was sup- 
plied through a 3 inch pipe, while three 
pressure gauges at equal distances were 
screwed to the pipe and on to the blank 
flange. When steam of five atmospheres, 
73 pounds per square inch, was admitted 
suddenly above the water, the pressure 
gauges indicated respectively pressures of 
426, 114, 199 and 114 pounds per square 
inch ; when steam entered slowly again 
above the water hardly any concussions 
and abnormal pressures were noticed 
Steam was then admitted through a valve 
of 2 inches diameter, and the steam at a 
pressure of five atmospheres now entered 
below the water, and the concussion was so 
violent that the threads of four of the nuts 
were shorn off, the fourth gauge placed

An illustration is given of an im- 
provement in that class of machines em- 
ployed in pasting on the paper covering of 
the sides and ends of boxes, and is repre- 
sented as adapted toa machine known to 
the trade as the ‘‘ Lynn”’ machine. 

A machine of this kind has a mounting 
fgr the roll of covering paper, a tension de- 
vice and guide rollers for the strip of cov- 
ering paper, a paste fountain, a paste roller 
for applying paste to one side or face of the 
moving strip of paper, a rotatively mounted 
form to carry and hold the box being cov- 
ered, and a vibrating knife to cut off the 
strip of covering paper. The operator, in 
using the machine, mounts a box to be cov- 
ered on the rotatively mounted box form, 
draws out the end of the paste covered strip 
of paper and attaches it to the box, and 
then, by rotating the box and form, applies 
and rubs down the covering paper. When 
the operator judges from experience that 
enough of the pasted strip of paper to com- 
plete the covering of the box has passed 
the knife, she applies her foot to a treadle, 
thus drawing down the knife and cutting 
off the strip. A spring or weight retracts 
the knife. It is obvious that the operator is 
guided wholly by her eye in estimating the 
amount of paper which has passed the knife 
and in deciding when tocut off the strip, 
and the object of this invention is to pro- 
vide the machine with an automatic de- 
tent device or impeding device which 
will warn or notify the operator when she 
shall have rotated the form far enough 
to draw just enough of the strip of cov- 
ering paper past the knife to complete the 
work, whereby she is enabled to cut off 
the strip at exactly the same point for each 
box and thus avoid waste of material, as 
well as work the more rapidly. The device 
is constructed so that the form will be actu- 
ally stopped against rotation when it has 
been rotated to the proper extent, the 
operation of the knife in cutting serving to 
unlock or free the form, but an absolute 
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stop or lock is not essential. The warning 
or detent device is made adjustable. 
Figure 1 is a side elevation of so much of 
a ‘‘Lynn” machine as is necessary to 
illustrate the application of this device 
Fig.2 is a plan of the machine seen in 
Fig.1. Fig. 3 is a sectional view of the disk 
1, showing the mode of mounting the disk 
adjustably on the spindle of the box form. 
Fig. 4 is a sectional view of the stud arm 8,

showing the mode of constructing it tele- 
scopically for longitudinal adjustment. 

A represents the frame of the box cover- 
ing machine. 

a is the rock shaft, carrying the vibrating 
knife 3, 

c is the stationary cutting blade. 

d is an arm on the rock shaft, a, to which 
arm is coupled a treadle, ¢, by a rod, /. 
Normally the knife 4is held upraised by 
a spring, g, coupled at one end toan arm 
on the rock shaft a. 

In guides in the frame A is adjustably 
mounted a slide plate, A“, and in a long 


bearing in this slide plate is rotatively 
mounted the spindle 4, which carries the 
form Zz. 

The strip x of pasted covering paper 
passes about a guide roller, 7, in the frame, 
and thence over the stationary blade ¢ to 
the box y onthe form z. The operator at 
starting draws forward the end of the strip 
x and secures it to the box y at z, for ex- 
ample ; 
the direction of the arrow w in Fig. 1, she 
pastes the paper down upon the surface of 
the box. When the box in its rotation 
shall have reached about the position seen 
in Fig. 1, enough of the strip of paper will 
have been drawn past the knife to complete 


the covering of the box, and the detent de- | 


vice will now come in play and warn the 
operator of this fact. She will then depress 
the treadle ¢ and cut off the strip. 


On the end of the spindle 4, which carries | 
| solutely lock the disk against rotation, but 


the form 2, is secured a disk, 1, of any con- 
venient diameter, and in the periphery of 
this disk is formed a notch or recess, 2. On 
the rock shaft a, which carries the vibrating 
knife, is fixedan arm,3, which carries at its 
free end a stud, 4, which is so situated that 
it rests on the periphery of the disk 1. 
disk 1 is set with reference to the box carry- 
ing form 7, so that when enough of the strip 
x has been drawn past the knife to complete 
the covering of the box the stud 4 will drop 
into the recess 2 in the disk 1 and arrest or 
impede its rotation. This warns the opera- 
tor and she at once depresses the treadle 
and cuts off the strip. In doing this she 
rocks the shaft a and necessarily raises the 
arm 3, thus lifting the stud 4 out of the re- 
cess in the disk 1 and freeing the latter. 
She now rotates the box (and form) far 
enough to complete the pasting down of the 
remainder of the covering paper, and this 
has the effect to carry around the disk 1 and 
move the recess 2 to about the point 2” in 
Fig. 1. 

The stud is preferably a roller stud, as it 
rests on the moving periphery of the disk 1 
at all times, and the arm d@, to which the 
treadle is coupled, and the arm 8 are made 


then, rotating the box toward her in | 
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in one piece, with a socket to receive the 
rock shaft a, and a slitclamp and screw for 
clamping it onto that shaft. The arm 8 is 
telescopic, as seen in Fig. 4, so that it may 
be shortened or lengthened to suit the 
adjustment of the form spindle 4, toward 
or from the knife, this latter being effected 
by shifting the slide plate A“. The disk 1 
is clamped frictionally on the shaft 4, so 
that it may be adjusted about the same in a 
manner to bring the recess 2 into its proper 
position. Fig. 3 shows the construction, 
On the shaft 4 is a conical boss,6, which 
enters a conical bore or seat in the disk 1, 
and on the screw threaded outer end of the 
shaft is a thumb-nut, 7, whereby the disk 1s 
pressed forcibly onto the cone 6, and the 
disk is thus held firmly against rotation on 
the shaft. 

It is not necessary that the falling of the 
stud 4 into the recess 2 in the disk shall ab- 


it might be arranged to lock the disk. The 
size of the disk 1 is not important. It may 
be of any convenient diameter. The arm 3 
may also be entirely independent of the 
arm d, but in applying the device to exist- 
ing machines it is convenient to discard the 
arm d already on the machine and substi- 
tute therefor the compound arm. 

The facility for adjustment is important, 
as is also the employment of a recess, 2, to re- 
ceive the stud 4 in lieu of a ratchet and 
pawl device, which permits the form to 
rotate freely in one direction without the 
necessity of first cutting off the strip of pa- 
per. The stud 4 holds the form in its ter- 
minal position until the operator depresses 
the treadle and thus disengages it.

Leaky Boiler Tubes. 


Roll a leaky boiler tube if possible, 
if there is thickness of metal enough to 
stand that operation. If no roller is at 
hand caulking may be resorted to. Do not 
use ferrules, if possible. The great objec- 
tion to a ferrule is that the reduction of the 
cross section of the tube usually not only 
prevents its share of hot gas passing 
through, but by choking up the passage 
renders the collection of soot almost certain 
in that tube. 

In expanding a tube with a roller, take 
particular care to avoid an ill-fitting tool. 
An expander made for a seven-sixteenth 
inch head should never be used upon a 
half inch head, as the tubes are crimped 
inside of the head and expand just back of 
it; the pressure of the tool coming upon 
the sharp inner corner of the boiler head is 
almost certain to cut the tube off at that 
point. 

Above all, never attempt to roll a boiler 
tube when under steam pressure ; it is dan- 
gerous. Also never attempt to caulk a seam 
under the same conditions. This caution 
may well be extended to steam piping, 
especially to the flange variety, which being 
made of cast iron is not as strong as wrought 
pipe, and the bolts which hold the flanges 
together frequently break short off upon the 
application of a wrench, especially if 4 feet 
of gaspipe are used to expand the leverage 
of the tool.

"AND SAVING OF STOCK 
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A New System of “Control for 
Foreed or induced Draft. 


By Horatio A. Foster. 

For many years power actuated blow- 
ers have been in use for forcing air under 
the grates of steam boilers, or for pulling 
the air through the fire and forcing it up the 
chimney, but not until late years has the 
snbject received anything like the attention 
it deserves. 

By long experience a proper application 
has been worked out for the North River 
steamers, and the system is often used on 
naval vessels, and sometimes to their great 
detriment by being forced. 

It is quite common to apply forced draft 
to boilers of insufficient capacity or lacking 
in chimney area both on land and water, 
and of late the system has been very largely 
applied in new plants for the use of cheaper 
grades of fuel and to avoid the erection of 
costly chimneys. 

Where blowers are used essentially for 
reducing the cost of fuel, it becomes neces- 
sary to provide some method of automatic 
control, for if left to the firemen it is capa- 
ble of a most uneconomical misuse. 

When suitable apparatus is provided for 
automatic control of the supply of air under 
the grates, then forced draft becomes high- 
ly efficient, and which we shall attempt to 
describe, quoting largely from a report on 
the same by Dr. Chas, E. Emery. 

In the apparatus as designed by John E. 
Beckman, chief engineer of the Hotel Iro- 
quois, Buffalo, the blower engine is prac- 
tically out of the control of the fireman. 
As the steam pressure rises above a prede- 
termined point, the engine is slowed and 
less air is forced under the grates and the 
rise is checked. On the other hand, as the 
steam pressure gradually falls, the speed of 
the blower gradually increases and the air 
supply is automatically increased according 
tothe demand. This regulation is effected 
generally by a steam reducing valve of 
customary type, so piped that it opens to 
increase the speed of the blower engine as 
the steam pressure falls and gradually closes 
to decrease such speed as the pressure rises. 

This operation can also be secured by 
connecting to a damper regulator an ordi- 
nary throttle valve in the steam pipes sup- 
plying the blowerengine. Provision is also 
made to limit the speed of the blower en- 
gine in both directions ; that is, the engine 
is never allowed tostop entirely, as it would 
if regulated by the device above described, 
but a by-pass, consisting of a small pipe, is 
carried around the main regulating valve, 
and steam is by a regulating valve therein 
admitted through this by-pass atsuch a 
pressure as to maintain the blower at a 
slow speed when the main valve is shut off. 
By this means a little air is forced through 
the grates at all times, keeping the fire 
ready for an important demand, and the 
arrangement incidentally also prevents the 
engine from stopping on a centre so it will 
not start automatically as required. The 
upward limit of the speed of the blower 
engine is ordinarily regulated by still 
another valve so set that the engine can 
never run above a certain predetermined 
speed. This method of operation can also 
be secured by admitting the air pressure 
from the blower to a diaphragm operating 
an ordinary throttle valve. 

It will be perceived that by this method 
the supply of air to the furnace of one ora 
number of steam boilers is at all times auto- 
matically regulated. The fireman has 
nothing more to do with the matter than’ to 
maintain the fires in good condition. So 
long as he puts on the coal and keeps his 
fires reasonably clean, the rate of combus- 
tion is entirely out of his control, and is 
automatically determined by the demand. 
Moreover, the changes are made gradually, 
so that the furnace is not alternately heated 
hotter than necessary, and then cooled 
lower than necessary. The uniform action 
also makes less surplus air necessary. 
There is consequently a considerable saving 
of fuel produced. Thearrangement, more- 
over,enables parties who have been using 
anthracite lump or other selected coal to 
use a much cheaper grade of fuel, such for 
instance as 75 to 80 per cent. of anthracite 
slack and 25 to 30 per cent of soft coal mixed 
therewith to insure prompt ignition. In 
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a number of cases this adaptation has saved 
more than one-half the cost of the fuel, and 


at the same time the supply of steam has | 
been more steady and satisfactory than be- | three gauge cocks alone are necessary. 


fore. 

This apparatus has been in use in a num- 
ber of steam plants in the city of Buffalo for 
some time with success, so that it 1s now at- 
tracting a great deal of attention from 
steam users and engineers outside of that 
city. —Engineering Mechanics.

The water 
line should come about in the middle of the 
glass, which therefore must be level with 
the middle gauge cock. The water line 
glass may be packed with the prepared 
rubber which comes with each section of 
the glasstubing. If that packing leaks, use 
asbestos wicking for the top glass, and as- 
bestos and candle wicking for the bottom.
